U.S. Congressman 
As Congress prepares for 
the August Recess and a 
month of work back home in 
our Congressional Districts. 
we find our days loaded with 
more and more legislation. 
Congress is moving in many 
directions, trying to do too 
much, and as a result, there 
is not adequate time for 
sound judgment. 
It has always been by 
experience in the past to find 
that 
the 
Congressional 
leadership pushes many 
unnecessary bills at the last 
minute before a recess. The 
more laws Congress passes, 
the more money we spend. 
Let me give you some 
exam ples 
of

Congress has spent its time, 
from January through June, 
as

to

Congresses. 


We have been in Session 
only 93 days. Yet, in that 
short amount of time, we 
have spent 420 hours in I* loot 
debate.

And 
the issue of a Budget ceiling 
has been postponed until 
November. By that time, it 
will be too late, as we will 
have 
already 
passed 
numerous 
appropriations 
bills which will have to be 
paid. 
In the m eantim e, our 
country continues to fight 
recession, our businesses 
are in trouble, and the people 
are asking for a blueprint for 
action. Obviously, all the 
time Congress spends in 
Session does not help them to 
draft answers to America’s 
problems. 


Back in 1969, Congress met 
for the same number of days 
between 
the m onths of 
January and June as we 
have this year. However, we 
only 
spent 
242 hours 
in 
Session. This is only half of 
the time we have met this 
year. In that 
tim e, we 
m anaged 
to 
report 
315 
measures and pass 305 -just 
about as many bills as the 
94th Congress was handled 
so far. 
We voted 44 times in that 
six-month period in 
1969. 
This past six months we 
have voted 267 times on 
record votes 
These com­ 
parisons indicate to me that 
Congress 
is

discrim inately. Many of

Members' voting records or 
to provide publicity. In my 
opinion, we could save time 
by devoting our priorities to

among the grass roots at 
home than there is in the 
buildings in W ashington.

Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi 
announced today 
This compares with a 15- 
percent increase during the 
first three months of 1974 
over a similar period in 1973. 
Levi said the latest in­ 
crease is consistent with 
preliminary figures for all of 
calendar 1974, which show 
that serious <;rime last year 
was up 17 percent over 1973 
“The statistics released 
today again point up the 


need to improve the Nation’s

Medical Misuse Is Household Word

At the beginning of the 
year, there w ere hardly any 
questions h e a rd publicly 
about m edical m alpractice. 
Then all of a su d d e n -or so it 
s e e m e d - d o c to r s 
w e re 
talking 
ab o u t 
strik in g , 
h o spitals 
th re a te n e d 
to 
close, and Legislators m et 
long 
h o u rs 
h earin g 
t e s t i m o n y . 
M e d ic a l 
m alpractice had become a 
household word. 
M e d ic a l 
m a lp r a c tic e 
means im proper or injurious 
practice; that is, unskilled or 
faulty m edical or surgical 
treatm ent. If a m istake is 
made, or if someone even 
thinks 
th e r e s 
been 
m alpractice, then a law suit 
may be filed and someone 
possibly 
found 
liable for 
dam ages. This is part of the 
problem. 
There is a growing number 
of claim s, m any frivolous; 
an increasing num ber of 
settlem ents, m any resulting 
in huge jury aw ards; ex 
penses are up; fees are up; 
and insurance rates are up 
because of all these factors. 
Complex Problem 
This adds up to a medical - 
legal-insurance-econom ical- 
social 
problem 
Since 
u ltim ately 
the 
m edical 
patient pays, it is a subject 
worthy of serious and im ­ 
m ediate consideration 
In 
resp o n se 
to

situ atio n , 
th e 
T exas 
l>egislature passed two bills 
near the end of the session

into the problem. 


Nearly everyone agreed that 
som ething needed to be done 
to resolve the difficulties in 
the long-run, but that a more

sh o rt-ra n g e 
picture in mind, one bill (SB 
491) called for the formation 
of a tem porary insurance 
com pany called the Texas 
Medical Liability Insurance 
Underwriting Assn. This is 
the form al nam e for the 
“Texas JU A ,” as it is often 
referred to in the news. JUA

Board Appointed 
A nine-m em ber board of 
directors was appointed to

Included on the Texas JUA 
board are Oran Needham of 
Ft Worth, who was elected 
chairm an. George Reed of 
H ouston, 
elected

chairm an. O A. Edgeworth 
of Austin, elected secretary- 
t r e a s u r e r ; 
L a n d o n 
Alexander of Arlington, O V. 
Bennett of Austin, LeRoy

Though the bill was signed 
only on June 3, the Texas 
JUA has already subm itted 
a plan of operation to the 
State Board of Insurance, 
which in turn will seek input 
from other interests. Then, 
when general approval is 
reached in the next 
few 
weeks, the Texas JUA will 
be in business. 
‘Difficult Area* 
“ Medical m alpractice is a 
com plex, d ifficu lt a re a , 
Texas JUA board chairm an 
Oran Needham says. “ The 
problem s we’re facing today 
are long-range and our JUA 
offers only a possible short- 
range solution.’ 
Others continue to seek a 
long-range answ er, but the 
Texas JUA will soon m ake 
available insurance for those 
do cto rs 
and 
h o sp itals 
otherwise unable to obtain 
coverage. “ This will provide 
some im m ediate relief for 
m any.” Needham says.
